LILIES 

Early  fall  months  seem  the  generally  accepted  time  for 
planting  lilies,  tho  early  spring  will  do,  but  some  varieties  fail 
to  bloom  well  from  spring  planting.  In  very  cold  climates  fall 
planted  bulbs  may  need  mulching  with  leaves  or  straw  for  win¬ 
ter  protection. 

Large  and  medium  size  bulbs  should  be  set  upright  about 
five  or  six  inches  deep  and  small  bulblets  about  three  inches. 
Such  varieties  as  Pardalinum,  Roezli  and  Superbum  about  four 
inches  deep.  A  soil  in  good  condition  and  reasonably  fertile 
kept  free  of  weeds  is  preferable  and  partial  shade  will  do.
